Mexico City is 264 miles long. Great 
engineering difficulties were overcome 


in its construction, as it skirts the 
precipitous éasterm slopes of the 
Sierra Madre. At one end is a hot, 
humid coastal plain, and at the other 
a cool, arid plateau. The road reaches 
an altitude of 7,924 fect above the sea 
at.

The eonsultor in charge 
of each band can then tell af a glance who is present or absent, and diréc- 
tions, instructions, and suggestions can be given out to the various indi- 
viduals in the bands through their conaultors. In some Sodalities it is 
the custom to have a preliminary meeting of the consgultors who are in 
charge of bands, before the general meeting of the Sodality, and at this 
meeting announcement of plans and work are made to the consultors to 
be communicated to their bands. va 

Another plan is to appoint a certain number of extra consultors and 
encourage them to form new bands from among their friends and acquaint- 
ances In the parish, of which pew bands they will then have charge. The 
heads of bands will encourage regular attendance, persuade the members 
in their charge to join in the activities in which they are especially fit and 
able to participate, and in other ways keep up the interest and activity of 
their members in the work of the Sodality. 

Through these bands the various activities of the Sodalists may be 
systematized, and every one may be provided for In Godality undertakings. 
Thus for example where the <ircumstances of the members make it in- 
convenient for them all to subscribe individually for the Sodality maga- 
zine, afd for other Catholic periodicals, each band may take several copies 
which will be circulated among the members in turm anti! all have seen 
them, and ma. be then given to the poor or sent out to some institution, 
hospital, poorhouse, or prison, where the inmates will welcome a bit of 
reading.
